The Missouri General Assembly goes 
into session January By 1993. 
January 11, 1993 the new Governor is 
inaugurated and then business will 
begin “with a vengeance". I used 
that expression to mean the issues 
are emotional, hard to deal with and 
that there are many who will be 
getting their feet wet and yet 
feeling the need to begin trying to 
prove themselves to those = all 
important voters. There are many 
pieces of proposed legislation which 
have been prefiled and are waiting 
for General Assembly business to 
begin. The Board of Nursing has 
several bills that are waiting and 
are as follows: 


i, Changes to the Nursing Practice 
Act. In order for Missouri to 
change cleanly and clearly to 
C.A.T. (Computerized Adaptive 
Testing) some small changes in 
wording must be made. It is 
imperative these changes become 
effective before 1994. The 
Board of Nursing would also 
like to be able to renew 
licenses less frequently than 
every year without reducing the 
amount of surcharge collected 
by the Board for the Nursing 
Student Loan and Repayment 
Program administered by the 
Department of Health. 


The definition of professional 
nursing includes the statement 
that nurses administer 
treatment and medications as 
prescribed by someone licensed 
in this state to prescribe 
treatment and medication. 
Nurses sometimes need to be 
able to follow the directions 
of a physician licensed in 
another state but not 
necessarily in Missouri (i.e., 
nurses in home health may care 
for patients who are seeing 
physicians or have been to 
clinics several states away). 
That language needs changing to 
allow those patients access to 
care in the home. 


There are also several places 
where wording needs to be 


changed to make the meaning 


more clear, more or less 
housekeeping or clean-up 
measures. 

Alternative to Discipline 
(referred to ag Peer 


Assistance) will give all 
licensing agencies in the 
Division of Professional 
Registration the authority to 
either administer an alternate 
to discipline program of their 
own or to cooperate with a 
program already in existence. 
Agencies in the Division of 
Professional Registration, 
including the Board of Nursing 
have tried for the past two 
years to influence passage of 
this legislation. Enactment 
has been unsuccessful largely 
because it is not controversial 
and therefore attracts little 
to no attention. The Board of 
Nursing can have such a program 
(we have sufficient financing 
and personnel) if we obtain the 
clear authority to do so. 


The Board of Nursing monitors 
on an on-going basis 250-300 
nurses who have been 
disciplined for chemical 
abuse/misuse and believes many 
would benefit from alternative 
approaches with discipline asa 
final resort. 


Subpoena Power and Expedited 
Hearings — the General Assembly 
several years ago mandated 
reporting to respective 
licensing agencies all final 
disciplinary actions taken 
against licensees employed by 
hospitals or free-standing 
surgical centers. Employers 
have been very responsible in 
reporting as mandated, however 
the law did not mandate 
employers to respond to our 
investigators with the 
necessary requested 
information. Employers acting 
upon what may be misguided 
instructions will not release 
information without a subpoena 
being served. Since a subpoena 
cannot be issued in advance, 
merely because we anticipate 
being unable to obtain 
information, our investigators 
must then wait until Board of 


Nursing attorneys can obtain 
the appropriate subpoena and 
then return to the institution 
to collect the information. 
That whole sequence of events 
slows the fact finding process 
significantly. The process is 
already extremely slow at times 
and these events cause it to 
become even more cumbersome. 


Expedited hearings are a 
process that can be used to 
speed up the disciplinary 
process in a situation where 
the Board of Nursing believes 
an individual to be a clear and 
present danger to the public 
consumers of health care. The 
discipline process, as I 
alluded earlier, can be quite 
lengthy and until completed the 
Board is unable to prevent that 
individual from working. 
Expedited hearings would be 
used only in those situations 
where the individual nurse is 
deemed to be a clear and 
present danger and the burden 
of proof is on the Board. 


The Board will be involved in 
affecting several other pieces of 
legislation initiated by other groups 
or individuals aimed at improving 
access to health care, such as 
language to assist in solving the 
problems surrounding advanced 
practice nursing and midwifery. If 
you have an interest in following 
and/or influencing these pieces of 
legislation, please call for an 
update since any information written 
here could change momentarily as the 
session advances. 


I encourage all to become involved in 
your future, contact your legislators 
on local, state and nation issues and 
take control of your lives. One of 
the marks of a mature professional is 
that of taking an interest in the 
good of the whole and working toward 
improvement for all. The mature 
professional has broadened vision and 
objectives that span much more than 
"me and mine" and "here and now". 
I'm anxious to see us become a mature 
profession. Now is the perfect time 
do assist in doing that.

MISSOURI STATE BOARD OF NURSING'S 
UPCOMING LEGISLATIVE EFFORT: 
NONDISCIPLINARY ALTERNATIVE FOR 
CHEMICALLY IMPAIRED LICENSEES 


In the next legislative session, the 
Division of Professional Registration 
will again assist all Boards, 
including the Missouri State Board of 
Nursing, in their effort to obtain 
the ability to offer an alternative 
to discipline or have the ability to 
cooperate with a program maintained 
by another entity. 


A nondisciplinary alternative program 
protects the public by assisting the 
chemically dependent or recovering 
nurse through monitoring without the 
potential negative implications often 
associated with disciplinary 
measures. 


The Board of Nursing has employed Liz 
Cardwell, MEd, RN, LPC, Recovering 
Nurse Program Coordinator, who is 
currently gathering information for 
the Board on different forms of 
nondisciplinary processes. Your 
active support (e.g., personally 
contacting your representative or 
senator) of the upcoming 
nondisciplinary alternative 
legislation is essential and urgently 
needed to elevate its visibility 
amongst the many bills vying for 
attention. Without such legislation 
approval, only the existing 
disciplinary measures can continue to 
be used by the Board in dealing with 
all cases related to chemical 
abuse/dependency. 


As part of the Board of Nursing's 
preparations for a nondisciplinary 
alternative, your assistance on a 
related matter is requested at this 
time. The Board recognizes that not 
using is but one piece of recovery 
evidence to consider at the time of 
decision making regarding 


licensees/applicants with chemical 
dependency histories. We, therefore, 
ask for your written input on a 
coined concept, "recovery 
mindedness". It is our current 
effort to BEHAVIORALLY identify the 
ingredients of this perhaps unstable 
attribute using various inputs. More 
specifically, what do you think are 
BEHAVIOR INDICATORS of a 
person/licensee/applicant being 
"recovery minded"? Your valued input 
can be sent to me at P.O. Box 656, 
Jefferson City, Missouri 65102.

THE AIR WE BREATHE 
by Craig Hitchcock 


Pollution is often thought of as an 
outdoor problem, since we are 
reminded of it every time we look at 
the smog in the city skyline or see 
the billowing smoke from smokestacks. 
But researchers agree that a greater 
number of pollutants are generated 
indoors than outdoors, which explains 
why our allergies are so bad inside 
the home or office, or why we seem to 
get sick more often during the winter 
months. 


We are exposed to so many chemical 
residues and bacteria in our homes 
because the circulation and exchange 
of fresh air is often poor, 
especially in energy-efficient homes. 
The "tighter" the house, the worse 
the air exchange! 


The air in conventional homes is 
exchanged on average once each hour; 
however, in most energy-efficient 
homes, the exchange rate may drop to 
about once every 5 to 6 _ hours-— 
allowing time for a substantial 
amount of pollutants and contaminants 
to accumulate. 


The National Academy of Sciences 
estimates that indoor air pollution 
contributes from $15 billion to $100 
billion annually to national health 
care costs. 


In a recent investigation I conducted 
on public school heating and 
airconditioning systems, I found that 
studies as far back as the early 


1940s discovered infectious viruses 
in the air ventilation systems of 
some schools. 


All heating and cooling systems in 
public buildings and homes should be 
kept clean, and a _ high-efficiency 


filter installed. This will 
substantially reduce the potential 
for the spread of airborne 


pollutants, allergens, and diseases. 


A lot of companies use an aerosolized 
sealant in air ducts as part of the 
cleaning and maintenance process. 
However, the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration (OSHA), and 
the Consumer Products Safety 
Commission (CPSC) do not recommend 
the use of sealants in ventilation 
systems. They feel that sealants (as 
well as encapsulants and 
deodorizers), because of their 
chemical makeup add to the allergy 
problem. 


Consider the air duct system in your 
home as similar to the airways of 
your lungs. Keep it clean and free 
of things you’ should not be 
breathing. Remove irritants and 
allergens from the system; and try to 
locate the source of the problem- 
moisture, dirty filter-and eliminate 
it. 


Some sources of pollution are: 
Biological Contaminants - viruses, 


bacteria, fungal spores, algae, 
amoebae, molds, pollens. 


Indoor Pollutants = adhesives, 
carpeting, vinyl, rubber, 
manufactured wood products, 


pesticides, cleaning agents, fine 
particles of metal or fiberglass. 


Outdoor Pollutants - motor vehicle 
exhaust, exhaust from plumbing vents 
and from neighboring buildings. 


Be aware of the following: 
Accumulation of dirt around air- 
supply and air-return vents. 

Dirt hanging from ceiling tiles. 


Excessive dust buildup on office 
equipment and furniture. 


Extreme temperature changes (hot or 
cold) 


Water stains on sheetrock and ceiling 
tiles 


Air vents accidentally blocked by 
equipment or furniture 


Strange odors

DISCIPLINE

On occasion, calls are received at 
the Board office from worried and 
concerned licensees who identify 
having been told by their 
employer/supervisor, "I'll have your 


license". 


Not only may comments of this nature 
reflect a diminished ability to 
handle the situation by relying on 
threats, but also these statements 
may actually impugn the effectiveness 
of the manager's power. 
Additionally, such a remark 
misrepresents the Missouri State 
Board of Nursing's available actions 
once a complaint/investigation is 
reviewed by Board members. 


The Board has two non-disciplinary 
actions available: 1) no further 
action, or 2) letter of concern. 
Information regarding either of these 
actions are kept in the licensee's 
file at the Board office but are not 
public information. Disciplinary 
actions available to the Board are 
censure, probation, suspension, 
revocation, or a combination of these 
actions. 


Censure - _ this is the least 
restrictive discipline. The Board of 
Nursing sends the nurse a_ letter 
which indicates that there has been a 
violation of the Nursing Practice 
Act. A copy of the letter is 
permanently kept in the licensee's 
record. 


Probation - The nurse is allowed to 
practice, but must meet certain 
conditions and terms determined by 
the Board of Nursing. The Nursing 
Practice Act limits the period of 
probation to five years. 


Suspension - The nurse is prohibited 
from practicing nursing for a certain 
period of time. The Nursing Practice 
Act limits the period of suspension 
to three years. 


Revocation - This is the most 
restrictive discipline. The nurse 
loses her license and can no longer 
practice nursing in the State of 
Missouri. The Nursing Practice Act 
provides that any individual whose 
license has been revoked may be 
relicensed at the discretion of the 
Board after compliance with all the 
requirements relative to licensing of 
an applicant for the first time. 
This could include having to retake 
the licensing examination. 


Other - The Nursing Practice Act 
permits the Board to impose any of 


the foregoing disciplines singularly 
or in combination. 


In 1990 - 1991, 371 complaints were 
received by the Board office: in 125 
cases, non-disciplinary actions were 
taken; in 18 cases the licensee's 
license was placed on probation; in 
10 other cases, the licensees, by way 
of a consent agreement, voluntarily 
surrendered their license or placed 
their license on inactive status.

2. Be an RN (for NCLEX-RN) or an 
LPN/LVN or RN (for NCLEX-PN). 


3. Be currently employed in 
clinical nursing practice 
giving patient care AND work 
directly with nurses who have 
entered nursing practice during 
the past twelve months. 


Bias  Sensitivit Review Panel - 
(BSRP) (selected every two years, in 
even-numbered years) The BSRP reviews 
NCLEX items for facial bias and 
culturally-bound material. 
Qualifications include: 


1. Be currently licensed in the 
jurisdiction where you 
practice. 

Ze Be an RN, LPN/LVN or a 
linguist. 

ais Speak and understand more than 


one language (does not apply to 
the linguist, male or African- 
American member). 


4. Be assimilated into American 
culture, but have affiliations 
with original culture of your 
ethnic group (does not apply to 
linguist or male member). 


5. Have ability to empathize with 
persons of various  socio- 
economic status and be 
sensitive to class and 
lifestyle differences. 


All meetings will occur one time for

POSITION STATEMENT 
ON UNLICENSED ASSISTIVE 
PERSONNEL 


The Missouri State Board of Nursing 
has the legal responsibility to 
monitor any and all nursing 
activities. The Board recognizes 
that activities of Unlicensed 
Assistive Personnel need to be 
monitored to protect the health, 
safety and welfare of the public. 


When the registered nurse delegates 
selected nursing functions or tasks, 
the responsibility and accountability 
to the public for the overall nursing 
care remains with the registered 
nurse. 


The burden of determining the 
competency of the person who will 
perform the tasks and of evaluating 
the situations rests with the 
licensed nurse. 


Delegated activities should be 
limited to highly prescribed 
repetitive tasks that do not call for 
judgements. 


When unlicensed persons’ perform 
nursing functions without benefit of 
instruction or supervision by nurses, 
this constitutes the practice of 
nursing without a license.

The insert amends the 
information about examination 
modifications currently contained in 
the brochure. In the brochure, under 
the section entitled Administration 
of the Examination, paragraph 4, 
fourth sentence, the information 
regarding disabled candidates has 
been replaced with the following new 
information: Arrangements for 
examination modifications for 
disabled candidates need to be made 
through the Board of Nursing in the 
state where you will be testing. 
These arrangements must be made by 
the examination application deadline 
imposed by that state.
